It may shook tbe aeoaibilities ol 
eooae olf my readers, whoBe convnntioDal 
ideis-of liraight and wide Btreeis running 
atwtight angles and maasiTe bnildings ol 
nDiform JeBigo mid height, are entitled tn 
respeot and oonaiderolion, when 1 aGTirtn that, 
tbao Montreal, I have eei-n no American 
city with which 1 om more pleaded ; and 
that,, D0t«;itb8tanding its narrow ihorounh» 
fares and tho quaint and anciciil elylo of 
architecture diaplayed by ita older buildings; 
it ranks far beyond the lamous city ol VVasb-. 
iogton io point of beauty and oleBnline»a. 
The buiidiaga are mostly of granite. of which 
exteoaiva quarries exist ia this vioinjty, and 
the streets are paved with tba Banis material 
oat WoobloDg blooks about twelve inches 
in length by loot in broadih. The streets 
are nearly all named aftei Suinu, and Roman 
Catholics are so Danoerous in Mocireal that 
it has bsea lonnd necessary lu maintain six 
large and haodsomo churches— four French 
and two Irish — lur the acuoramoiiaiion of the 
worahippere, Blocke of tlio finest real eaiate 
io Iho city are held by ' tbe Church.' I woa 
greatly diiappoinled in Noire Dame Calhe^ 
dral. Its external appearance ia striking- 
ly grand; but within, beyond the idea 
of immeoBiiy which 'Ooe experiences 
while gaziog upwards toirards its great 
▼anited roof, Ifae effect is a failora. The- 
The new Jssnlt's Obaicfa, boweyer,' is one of 
tbe DOBt beantlfal strnctures I have yet be. 
held;- -'nie edifice is built of gray Rranite, 
and tbe walls are huLg with rich oil paintings 
of BibliessI eoeoes or frceooed in the very 
higheststyleknowQ to An, while behind and 
OQ each side of lha nliar the mellow licht 
ilreami into the body of ibe edifice through 
stained glasa of the most exquisite tints, 
The pulpit, teading-dewks and fonts are 
olaboraiely carved and polished.
